Applicants respectfully request a foreign filing license for the above-entitled patent 
application pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 184. Applicants are seeking this license currently to obtain 
an expedited Serial Number for a conventional, national U.S. filing and then to file a 
corresponding foreign application in Taiwan and Thailand.

U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/218,031 entitled "METHOD AND SYSTEM TO 
UNIQUELY ASSOCIATE MULTICAST CONTENT WITH EACH OF MULTIPLE 
RECIPIENTS," filed by Mark Andrew George White on July 12, 2000. The European Patent 
Application has been on file in the European Patent Office for more than one year and the U.S. 
Provisional Application has been on file in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office for more than 
nine months, and to the best of Applicants' (and Applicants' representatives) knowledge, no 
secrecy order has been received by Applicants or Applicants' representatives.
